SBC  tops  16  million 


NASHVILLE,  Term.  (BP)  —  Membership  in  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  (SBC)  churches  set  an  all-time  record  in  2001  with  a 
total  of  16,052,920  persons,  an  increase  of  92,612  over  the  previ¬ 
ous  yean  Total  number  of  churches  grew  to  42,334,  a  1.79% 
increase,  or  746  churches  more  than  the  2000  total  of  41,588.  At 
the  same  time,  church-type  missions  operated  by  churches 
declined  by  5.91%  or  310  to  a  total  of  4,933.  LifeWay  Christian 
Resources  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  compiles  the 
Annual  Church  Profile  from  church  reports  routed  through 
local  Baptist  association^  and  state  conventions.  While  member¬ 
ship  grew  —  though  the  increase  of  0.58%  was  less  than  the  gain 
of  108,552  or  0.68%  in  2000  —  baptisms  declined  by  18,72/  or 
4.52%  to  a  total  of  395,930.  The  decline  ends  four  years  of  bap¬ 
tisms  totals  above  400,000.  Music  ministry’  enrollment/partici¬ 
pation  increased  3.29%  or  54,442  to  a  total  of  1,709,319.  Tnis  fol¬ 
lowed  a  year  of  decline  by  0.72%  in  2000.  Sunday  morning  aver¬ 
age  worship  attendance  grew  by  3.36%  or  186,541  to 
5y30,980.0ther  increases  were  reported  in  total  tithes,  offerings 
and  special  gifts  to  $8,314,899,294  (6.68%  above  2000),  as  well  as 
undesignated  receipts  of  $6,445,430,643  (7.77  percent  above 
2000)'.  Total  receipts  increased  by  5.90%  to  $8,935,013,659. 
Sunday  School  enrollment  declined  3,671  or  0.04%  to  a  total  of 
8,182,744,  following  an  increase  of  0.48%  in  2000.  Discipleship 
training  enrollment/participation  declined  6.24%,  or  137,713  to 
a  total  of  2,070,714,  following  an  11.75%  increase  in  2000.  Other 
declines  were  registered  in  Woman's  Missionary  Union  (WMU) 
enrollment  and  Men/Boys  Mission  Education  Enrollment. 
WMU  enrollment  declined  34,477  or  3.86%  to  a  total  of  857,680. 
Men /Boys  Mission  Education  Enrollment  dropped  13.29%  or 
64,773  to  422,637.  Total  value  of  church  property  grew  13.83%  to 
$28,686,588,811.  This  increase  is  due,  in  part,  to  reporting  from 
more  states  in  2001  than  those  reporting  in  2000. _

Missionary  returns  to  fruitful  outreach  site 


RICHMOND,  Va.  (BP)  —  The  most  joy¬ 
ful  Lord's  Supper  Sam  james  ever  experi¬ 
enced  was  served  in  silence  —  on  a  rusted 
table  in  a  park. 

Nearly  13  years  after  South  Vietnam's 
fall  to  communism  drove  James  and  other 
missionaries  out,  he  returned  for  a  brief 
visit  in  1989.  He  sent  a  message  to 
Vietnamese  Christian  friends  that  he  was 
coming  but  doubted  he  would  see  any  of 
them.  Most  had  suffered  years  of  prison, 
"re-education"  camps  and  persecution  for 
following  Christ. 

As  he  emerged  from  his  hotel  in  Ho  Chi 
Minh  City  (formerlv  Saigon)  one  morning, 
someone  brushed  bv  and  pressed  a  mes¬ 
sage  into  his  hand:  ''Meet  us  at  the  park  at 
2  o'clock."  When  he  arrived  at  the  park,  a 
man  led  him  through  a  jungle  of  over¬ 
grown  weeds  to  a  tiny  clearing. 

Seven  of  his  former  seminary  students 
waited  there,  seated  around  an  old 
wrought-iron  table.  They  were  so  gaunt 
and  frail  that  he  barely  recognized  them  at 
first.  They  embraced  him  with  tears  and 
laughter  and  spoke  of  the  trials  they  had 
faced  under  communism.  " 

"One  of  them  reached  into  a  paper  bag, 
pulled  out  an  aluminum  tray  and  set  it  on 
the  table,"  James  recalls.  "Another  pulled 
out  a  loaf  of  French  bread  and  set  it  on  the 
tray;  another  had  a  little  bunch  of  grapes. 
One  of  them  broke  the  bread  and  began  to 

Rass  it  around.  We  each  took  a  grape. 

lobodv  said  it  was  the  Lord's  Supper,  but 
we  knew  what  it  was." 

James  remembers  something  else  about 
these  men:  Years  earlier,  when  they  first 
arrived  at  the  Baptist  seminary  in  Saigon 
asking  to  study  the  Bible,  thev  were  rowdy, 
ragged  country  folk  —  nothing  like  the 


sophisticated  stu¬ 
dents  from  the 
city.  James  never 
thought  they'd 
pass  the  first  class, 
much  less  endure 
years  of  suffering 
for  Christ. 

"Yet  they're  the 
ones  who  gath¬ 
ered  in  that  little 
clearing  14  years 
later  to  serve  the 
Lord's  Supper  to 
me,  their  teacher," 
he  says.  "It  just 
shows  how  God's 
transforming 
power  can  take 
anybody  —  any¬ 
body  —  and  make 
us  into  what  he 
wants  us  to  be."

Report:  missionary  ransom  negotiations  fail 


NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (BP)  —  A 
$300,000  ransom  payment  has  failed  to 
free  American  missionaries  Martin  and 
|  Gracia  Burnham  from  a  militant 
Muslim  group  in  the  Philippines  linked 
to  Osama  bin  Laden's  terrorist  network. 

The  Abu  Sayyaf  Group  has  demand¬ 
ed  $200,000  more  for  the  Burhams' 
release,  according  to  an  April  26  report 
in  The  New  York  Times.  Tne  Burnhams, 
who  were  kidnapped  on  May  27,  2001, 
are  affiliated  with  New  Tribes  Mission 
(NTM)  based  in  Sanford,  Fla. 

The  Times  reported  that  Burnham's 
mother,  Oreta  Burnham,  said  family 
members  had  expected  her  son  ana 
daughter-in-law  to  be  released  around 
Easter  after  the  group  received  a 
$300,000  ransom  payment.  She  other¬ 
wise  refused  to  discuss  details  of  the 
hoped-for  release  of  the  couple. 

The  Times  quoted  sources  as  saying 
drat  the  Philippine  police  did  not 
inform  the  Philippine  mili¬ 
tary  after  arranging  for  the 
payment  to  the  Abu  Sayyaf 
I  Group  out  of  a  concern  that 
the  military  would  siphon 
off  some  of  the  ransom 
money,  which  has  happened 
previously. 

The  Times  also  noted  that 
joint  maneuvers  by 
Philippine  soldiers  ana 
American  Special  Forces  on 
an  island  where  the 
Burnhams  have  been  held 
may  have  derailed  the 
arrangement. 

New  Tribes  Mission,  in  an 
April  25  news  release. 


acknowledged  that  the  families  of  the 
Burnham  had  reached  a  deal  for  their 
release,  but  the  missions  agency  said  it 
"was  not  party  to"  any  deal  for  the  cou¬ 
ple. 

"NTM  was  not  involved  in  any 
deal,"  NTM  said  April  25.  "The  mission 
was  not  consulted  about  this  agree¬ 
ment.  The  families  acted  independendy 
of  NTM.  New  Tribes  Mission  maintains 
its  policy  to  not  pay  ransom.  NTM  was 
not  aware  the  family  jnembers  were 
involved  in  a  deal  until  they  revealed  it 
to  mission  representatives  in  confi¬ 
dence  Saturday,  April  20." 

To  those  who  have  been  praying  for 
the  Burnhams,  NTM  said:  "In  die  midst 
of  the  uncertainties  of  politics,  deals 
and  military  actions,  your  prayers  are 
all  the  more  valued  and  necessary." 

New  Tribes  Mission  issued  a  news 
release  March  26  also  denying  "any 
participation  in  attempts  to  pay  ransom 


or  raise  money  for  ransom"  for  the 
release  of  Burnham,  42,  and  his  wife, 
Gracia,  43. 

New  Tribes  Mission  acknowledged 
there  has  been  a  shift  in  U.S.  policy  on 
ransom  payments,  but  the  missions 
agency  stated  that  it  would  continue  its 
longstanding  "no  ransom"  position 
"for  a  number  of  reasons,  none  of 
which  has  to  do  with  the  value  we 
place  on  our  missionaries." 

"Paying  ransom  only  increases  the 
risk  of  future  kidnappings.  As  mission¬ 
aries,  the  nature  of  our  work  intakes  us 
vulnerable  to  kidnappings,"  NTM  said 
in  March.  "Therefore,  major  mission 
organizations  have  agreed  to  establish 
a  no  ransom  position  in  order  to  send 
die  message  tnat  it  is  not  profitable  to 
kidnap  missionaries." 

The  interdenominational  missions 
agency  specializes  in  planting  indige¬ 
nous  churches  among  unevangelized 
people  groups  in  remote 
areas  around  the  world 
The  Burnhams  have  been 
NTM  workers  since  1985;  he 
is  a  pilot  and  she  also  works 
in  conjunction  with  NTM 
aviation  needs.  Martin 
Burnham  grew  up  in  the 
Philippines,  where  his  par¬ 
ents  nave  been  missionaries 
for  more  than  32  years.

James,  69,  recently  retired  from  the 
board  after  40  years  of  service.  Among 
other  things,  he: 

•  helped  start  Southern  Baptist  mission 
work  in  South  Vietnam  with  his  wife, 
Rachel,  and  other  missionaries; 

•  founded  and  directed  the  Vietnamese 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  training  a 
generation  of  Vietnamese  pastors; 

•  led  and  ministered  to  hundreds  of 
missionaries  during  stints  as  field  repre¬ 
sentative  and  area  director  for  East  Asia 
and  regional  vice  president  for  Europe,  the 
Middle  East  and  North  Africa; 

•  spearheaded  the  IMB  International 
Center  for  Excellence  in  Leadership  to 
increase  the  strategic  impact  of  missionaries; 

•  prepared  thousands  of  new  missionar¬ 
ies  as  the  primary  creative  force  behind 
Southern  Baptists'  Missionary  Learning 
Center  in  Rockville,  Va.  It  opened  in  198 
and  recently  underwent  a  major  expansion. 

As  a  young  man,  James  joined  the 
Navy  to  escape  his  hardscrabble  home¬ 
town.  He  served  on  an  aircraft  carrier  that 
cruised  to  various  Asian  ports  during  the 
Korean  War.  While  on  shore  leave  in 
Japan,  he  was  approached  by  a  Japanese 
student  on  a  train. 

"Mv  professor  told  me  to  believe  in 
Jesus/'  tne  student  said.

"She  bowed  very  politely,  got  off  the 
train  and  I  never  saw  her  again,  he  recalls,

House  passes 
transport  ban 
for  abortions 

WASHINGTON  (BP)  —  The 
U.S.  House  of  Representatives 
has  passed  a  bill  to  protect  par¬ 
ents'  rights  when  an  underage 
girl  is  seeking  an  abortion  out¬ 
side  her  state  in  order  to  avoid  a 
parental  involvement  law.  In 
action  April  1 7,  the  House 
voted  260-161  in  favor  of  the 
Child  Custody  Protection  Act, 
H.R.  476.  The  legislation  would 
make  it  a  federal  offense  for  a 
person. to  transport  a' minor 
across  state  lines  for  an  abortion 
when  the  state  in  which  the  girl 
lives  requires  either  parental 
notification  or  consent  before 
such  a  procedure. 

It  marks  the  third  time  in  five 
years  the  House  has  approved 
the  bill.  It  appears,  however, 
Senate  approval  may  be  a 
problem  again.  The  House  eas¬ 
ily  adopted  the  measure  in 
1998  and  1999,  but  the  bill 
died  in  the  Senate  both  times.

However,  I  have  yet  to  read  a 
report  of  what  missionaries  on 
the  field  are  saying. 

The  ,  biggest  question 
expressed  byLQtner  IMB  mission- 
anes  in  my  area  was  not  whether 
they  should  sign  the  form  but 
how  to  get  the  signed  form  back 
to  Richmond  (most  of  us  received 
it  by  e-mail).  Not  a  single  mis¬ 
sionary  I  know  on  the  field  had 
any  reservations  about  pledging 
their  commitment  to  work  and 
teach  in  accordance  with  and  not 


contrary  to  the  2000  BFM.  Most, 
including  myself,  saw  it  as  a  fur¬ 
ther  opportunity  to  affirm  our 
accountability  to  the  millions  of 
Southern  Baptist  who  hold  the 
ropes  for  us  at  home  through  the 
Cooperative  Program. 

I  am  a  Soutnem  Baptist  by 
conviction.  Being  a  Baptist  means 
that  I  hold  the  Word  of  God  in 
high  esteem  and  view  it  as  my 
final  authority.

Ministry  in  physical  crisis 

Mark  5:21-43

A  desperately  ill  child  is 
always  a  tragic  time  for  any  fam¬ 
ily.  Parents  experience  great  feel¬ 
ings  of  helplessness  at  such 
times,  but  the  story  of  Jairus  and 
his  dying  daughter  is  not  the 
main  focus  of  tnis  passage.  For 
the  Christian,  the  tnrust  of  the 
lesson  is  found  in  the  compas¬ 
sion  of  Jesus,  who  ministered  to 
the  most  important  people  and 
the  most  despised  people  in 
town.  Just  as  in  the  book  of 
Amos,  where  we  learned  that 
God's  judgement  does  not  dis¬ 
criminate,  neither  does  his  grace, 
love,  and  compassion. 

In  this  initial  scene  with 
Jairus,  several  observations  need 
to  be  noted.  We  are  told  that 


when  Jesus  had  crossed 
the  sea  of  Galilee  and 
had  disembarked,  a  Gunn 
great  crowd  had  gath¬ 
ered.  It  is  important  to  note  that  r 
when  Jairus  approached  Jesus,  \ 
he  fell  at  Jesus'  feet.  Jairus  was  a  I 
prominent  svnagogue  official,  in  £ 
fact  the  highest  ranking  official  i 
in  Capernaum.  To  have  bowed 
down  before  Jesus  in  the  midst  1 
of  a  crowd  was  to  offer  an  act  of 
great  homage  and  reverence  —  J 
possibly  even  an  act  of  worship.  < 
Surely  Jairus  was  aware  of  the  J 
strong  opposition  to  Jesus  that  i 
was  already  developing  at  this  J 
earlv  stage  of  his  ministry.  I 

Whatever  thoughts  fie  may 
have  had  about  the  reaction  of  | 
his  fellow  religious  leaders,  he  s 
knew  that  Jesus  was  the  only  I 


source  of  help  for  his 
daughter.  He  proved  his 
humility  and  sincerity. 

Jairus  believed  that  a 
touch  of  Jesus'  hands 
could  heal  his  daughter. 
Jesus  gave  that  belief  and 
trust  nis  approval,  for 
verse  24  says,  "He  went 
off  with  him." 
i  One  writer  called  this 

an  interruption  of  Jesus' 
ministry  that  day.  1  believe  this 
was  on  Jesus'  schedule  all  along! 
His  ministry  on  earth  was  to  be 
available  and  accessible  to  hurt¬ 
ing,  desperate,  and  guilt)'  people 
—  all  to  show  us  the  Father,  and 
his  great  love  for  us. 

In  the  meantime,  while  Jesus, 
Jairus,  the  disciples,  and  the 
crowd  were  walking  toward 
Jairus'  house,  another  so-called 
interruption  came  along,  and 
Jesus  healed  the  woman  with 
the  issue  of  blood. 

Great  need  is  the  reason  many 
people  seek  Jesus.  God  is  not  only 
sensitive  to  the  needs  of  a  multi¬ 
tude  but  to  the  cries  of  an  individ¬ 


ual.  He  sometimes  leads  us  to 
temporarily  put  aside  our  min- 
istiy,  which  would  touch  many,  in 
order  to  concentrate  on  one  per¬ 
son's  needs.  We  must  be  very  sen¬ 
sitive  to  hear  his  plans  for  our  day, 
and  make  them  our  own. 

Jairus  received  the  sad  news 
from  home  that  his  daughter 
had  died,  and  the  suggestion 
was  made  that  the  Teacher 
need  not  be  troubled  any 
longer.  Jesus'  words  were 
essentially  for  Jairus  not  to  be 
afraid,  but  to  have  faith.  Faith  is 
the  only  victorious  antagonist 
of  fear.  Faith  outweighs  a  hun¬ 
dred  good  reasons  for  dread 
and  despair.  We  can  trust  him 
in  whom  we  put  our  faith. 

Jesus  allowed  only  Peter, 
James,  and  John  to  accompany 
him  to  the  house.  The  hired 
mourners  had  begun  the  funeral 
with  their  wailings  and  shrieks. 
It  is  interesting  here  to  note  a 
fact  that  most  of  us  who  have 
lost  one  dear  to  us  already 
know:  true  grief  is,  for  the  most 
part,  silent! 


Jesus  rebuked  them  by  say¬ 
ing,  "This  child  has  not  died,  but 
asleep."  Then  he  cleared  the 
room  of  all  but  the  three  closest 
to  him  and  the  little  girl's  moth¬ 
er  and  father. 

The  next  events  that  Occurred 
are  so  typical  of  our  Lord.  He 
took  the  child  by  the  hand  and 
said,  "Little  girl,  I  say  to  you, 
arise."  By  touching  and  speak¬ 
ing  to  her  he  manifested  a  com¬ 
passion  and  tenderness  that 
gives  us  another  glimpse  of  his 
grace  and  love  for  us. 

Immediately  this  twelve-year- 
old  girl  got  up  from  her  bed  and 
began  to  walk.  Not  only  did  Jesus 
care  for  her  very  life,  he  also 
showed  concern  about  her  physi¬ 
cal  needs  when  he  told  the  par¬ 
ents  to  give  her  something  to  eat. 
He  had  raised  her  by  an  extraor¬ 
dinary  power,  but  he  wanted  her 
sustained  by  ordinary  means.  He 
gives  us  the  greatest  gift  of  all, 
but  he  takes  care  that  we  don't 
want  for  the  least!

NBC  reverses 
plan  to  air 
liquor  ads 

WASHINGTON  (BP)  — 
Twenty  pro-family  organiza¬ 
tions,  led  by  the  Southern 
Baptist  Ethics  &  Religious 
Liberty  Commission  (ERLC), 
have  written  the  NBC  television 
network  to  thank  its  executives 
for  deciding  not  to  air  hard- 
liquor  ads.  They  also  recom¬ 
mended  the  network  go  a  step 
further  and  ban  all  alcohol 
advertising.  The  letter  from 
ERLC  President  Richard  Land 
and  others  thanked  NBC 
Chairman/Chief  Executive 
Officer  Robert  Wright  and 
President  Randy  Falco  "for 
hearing  the  concerns  of  count¬ 
less  millions  of  American  citi¬ 
zens  and  viewers  nationwide." 
NBC  announced  March  20  it 
had  decided  not  to  telecast 
liquor  ads,  reversing  a  position 
it  had  made  public  in 
December.  The  latest  decision 
returned  the  network  to  a  vol¬ 
untary  ban  on  such  advertising 
that  had  been  in  place  for  half  a 
century.  Representatives  of  a 
coalition  of  organizations, 
including  the  ERLC,  met  with 
NBC  officials  in  early  March  in 
Washington  to  express  their 
concerns.

WAKE  FOREST,  N.C.  (BP)  — 
Southeastern  Seminary  (SEBTS)  trustees 
voted  to  adopt  a  $50  million  development 
plan  and  expand  campus  facilities  during 
their  April  15-16  meeting  on  the  Wake 
Forest,  N.C.,  campus. 

Trustees  unanimously  approved  a  rec¬ 
ommendation  that  the  administration  for¬ 
mally  request  approval  from  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  Executive  Committee 
to  conduct  a  multi-phased  financial  devel¬ 
opment  plan  to  raise  the  $50  million  total. 

"We  stand  on  the  threshold  of  a  special 
time  in  the  life  of  our  seminary  and  in  our 
effort  to  train  the  next  generation  of  pastors 
and  missionaries,"  said  Bart  Neal,  the  sem¬ 
inary's  vice  president  for  institutional 
advancement. 

"I  am  grateful  for  the  enthusiastic  support 
and  response  that  we  have  received  from 
our  board  of  visitors  and  board  of  trustees 
for  this  significant  endeavor,"  he  said. 

Over  the  past  five  years,  the  seminary 
has  completed  the  first  phase  of  the  master 
plan  which  included  the  renovation  of 
Stephens-Mackie  Hall  for  faculty  offices, 
the  renovation  of  Goldston  Hall  for  student 
apartments,  the  updating  of  Adams  Hall, 
which  houses  seminary  classrooms,  and 
the  construction  of  the  Jacumin-Simpson 
Missions  Center. 

The  expansion  will  continue  at 
Southeastern  with  the  trustees'  vote  to 
develop  plans  for  a  new  40,000-square-foot 
multi-purpose  student  center.  The  Ledford 
Center,  which  currently  houses  student 
services,  will  be  renovated  to  provide 
50,000  square  feet  of  space  for  physical  fit¬ 
ness  and  recreation  facilities. 

The  two-story  student  center  will  house 
a  dining  facility,  kitchen,  health  and  coun¬ 
seling  services,  coffee /ice  cream  shop  and 
a  computer  lab  for  students.  The  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  student  building  will  begin 
phase  2  of  the  campus  master  plan,  tne 
expansion  of  the  west  side  of  campus. 


"1  believe  in  the  mis¬ 
sion  and  vision  of 
Southeastern  and  I  am 
dedicated  to  supporting 
the  expansion  of  the 
institution,"  said  trustee 
Jim  Goldston,  Raleigh, 
N.C.  "I  believe  the  pos¬ 
sibility  of  this  expansion 
will  bring  more  stu¬ 
dents  to  our  campus 
and  more  students  on 
our  campus  will  broad¬ 
en  our  influence  in  the 
future  churches." 

President  Paige 
Patterson  told  tne 
trustees  the  seminary 
must  prepare  for  the 
future  by  accommodat¬ 
ing  the  growth  of  the 
institution. 

"Our  churches  are 
calling  out  the  called," 
Patterson  said.  "'Until

life.  If  he  tarries,  many 
will  answer  the  call  and  come  for  training. 
We  must  be  prepared  with  scholarship  and 
a  passion  for  reaching  the  lost,  and  we 
must  be  prepared  with  endowment  and 
buildings  and  financial  aid." 

In  his  presidential  address,  Patterson 
spoke  favorably- of  the  recent  visit  from  the 
Association  of  Theological  Schools  and 
Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Schools.  Patterson  informed  the  board  that 
the  Association  of  Theological  Schools  has 
reaffirmed  accreditation  for  the  seminary 
for  10  more  years. 

The  board  elected  Robert  Cole  as  assis¬ 
tant  professor  of  Old  Testament  and 
Semitic  languages.  David  S.  Hogg  was 
introduced  as  assistant  professor  orcnurch 
history  under  presidential  appointment. 


The  board  of  trustees  also  approved 
eight  new  classes.  In  the  college, 
American  Religious  History,  American 
Constitutional  Development,  United 
States  History  since  1945  and 
Conditioning  for  Health  will  be  added. 
New  courses  in  the  seminary  included 
Practicum  in  Sports  Evangelism  and 
Reaching  the  Radically  Unchurched  in 
America  and  doctoral  seminars  in  New 
Testament  Ethics  and  in  Current  Issues  in 
New  Testament  Study.  In  other  business: 

•  Trustees  voted  to  increase  faculty  and 
staff  salaries  by  three  percent  each. 

•  The  board  approved  a  record  budget  of 
$17,637,907  for  the  2002-2003  fiscal  year,  a 
4.73%  increase  over  the  current  year's  budget. 

•  Student  enrollment  was  reported  at  an 
all-time  high  at  2,225. 


Author:  talking  of  prayer  'just  a  passion  of  mine' 


FORT  WORTH  (BP)  — 
While  prayer  may  seem  as  sim- 

ele  as  communicating  with 
lod,  Mary  Kassian,  widely 
known  author  and  speaker,  has 
drawn  up  a  detailed  model  that 
shows  women  how  to  pray 
effectively  for  others. 

The  Hands-On  Prayer 
Ministry  Team  Training 
Manual  is  "really  an  easy  ana 
simple  method  for  ministering 
to  others  in  prayer,"  Kassian 
told  women  attending  a  break¬ 
out  seminar  during  a  national 
women's  convention. 

The  first  national  Christian 
Women's  Convention,  April  18- 
20  in  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  was 
sponsored  by  LifeWay 
Christian  Resources  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention. 
A  second  national  women's 
convention  will  be  Sept.  26-28 
in  Birmingham,  Ala. 

"I  love  talking  about  prayer. 
It  is  just  a  passion  of  mine," 
said  Kassian,  author  of 
Conversation  Peace  and  In  My 
Father's  House:  Women 

Relating  to  God  as  Father,  pub¬ 
lished  by  LifeWay. 

The  nands-on  prayer  min¬ 
istry  team-training  model 
teaches  people  how  to  inter¬ 
cede  for  others.  Hands-on 
prayer  is  praying  for  another 
person  in  their  presence,  per¬ 


sonally  interacting  with  them, 
ministering  to  them,  and 
assuming  responsibility  for 
petitioning  to  God  on  their 
Dehalf,  Kassian  said. 

"It  is  best  to  pray  in  teams 
because  everybody  nas  differ¬ 
ent  gifts  ana  strengths.  You 
should  have  a  maximum  of 
four  people  and  a  minimum  of 
two  on  tne  team,"  she  said. 

In  her  prayer  ministry  man¬ 
ual,  Kassian  lists  the  character¬ 
istics  of  a  person  who  is  good  at 
praying  "nands  on." 


She  said  people  who  are 
good  at  praying  "nands  on": 

•  are  certain  of  their  personal 
relationship  to  Jesus  Christ; 

•  are  confident  in  the 
promises  and  power  of  God; 

•  are  actively  pursuing 
righteousness  in  their  lives, 
such  as  regularly  confessing  or 
forsaking  their  sms  and  reading 
the  Bible; 

•  have  a  consistent  personal 
prayer  life; 

•  understand  the  basics  of 
intercession;

are  accountable  to  and 
respect  spiritual  authority; 

•  have  a  spirit  of  humility 
and  are  teachable  and  open  to 
correction;  and 

•  have  a  heart  of  compassion 
and  love  for  others. 

Because  Kassian  has  a  back¬ 
ground  in  rehab  medicine,  she 
compared  her  prayer  ministry 
model  to  a  medical  model  of 
accepting  patients  into  a  doc¬ 
tor's  office  or  hospital,  then 
treating  and  releasing  them. 

"Imagine  you  are  a  nurse 
and  God  is  the  Great  Physician. 
He's  giving  the  orders  and  he 
prescribes  what  is  needed,  but 
you  are  taking  his  instruction 
and  handing  out  the  medicine," 
she  said. 

Once  a  person  identifies 
himself/herself  as  a  candidate 
for  prayer,  the  prayer  team  goes 
to  minister  to  them,  she  said, 
following  the  six  steps  in  her 
hands-on  prayer  model. 

She  said  if  the  Holy  Spirit  is 
involved,  a  path  will  develop. 
"So  often  we're  too  busy  pray¬ 
ing  and  we  don't  take  tne  time 
to  listen.  If  we  do,  normally 
God  tells  us  what  to  pray."
